Sex abuse veil lifted

Documents detail 
church’s mishandling 
of dozens of cases

Thousands of pages of secret church docu- 
ments released Tuesday as part of a court 
settlement provide an unprecedented and 
gut-wrenching look at how the Archdiocese 
of Chicago for years failed to protect children 
from abusive priests. 

The documents provide new details and 
insights into how the nation’s third-largest 
archdiocese quietly shuttled accused priests 
from parish to parish and failed to notify po- 
lice of child abuse allegations. The paper trail, 
going back decades, also portrays painfully 
slow progress toward reform, accountability 
and openness. 

Most of the 30 clergymen tied to the docu- 
ments were not prosecuted. They were shield- 
ed by Roman Catholic Church officials who 
thought the men could be cured with counsel- 
ing, by bishops blinded by a belief in second 
chances and forgiveness, and by leaders con- 
cerned that a public scandal would damage the 
church’s image. 

“That’s in the past, we’re hoping,” Cardinal 
Francis George said in an interview this week. 

While most of the incidents did happen in 
the past and spurred reforms, many of the al- 
legations surfaced during George’s tenure. He 
already has admitted to mishandling the inci- 
dent that did happen under his watch— the 
case of convicted child molester Daniel Mc- 
Cormack. McCormack was arrested in Au- 
gust 2005 after a 10 -year-old boy claimed the 
priest had fondled him. Police said the boy’s 
story was credible but released McCormack 
after getting a call from an official of the arch- 
diocese. 

Documents from the McCormack case are 
not part of the public release, having been 


sealed by a judge for pending litigation. 

But a case that arose just days after the high- 
profile January 2006 arrest of McCormack 
does appear in the trove of documents, illus- 
trating how George still struggled to grasp the 
severity of sexual abuse allegations. 

The internal archdiocese files chronicle 


how George and those under his leadership 
mishandled the case of the Rev Joseph R. Ben- 
nett, a priest accused of molesting two sisters 
between 1967 and 1973 at St.John de la Salle in 
Chicago. About a dozen more allegations have 
surfaced since, according to the documents. 

Therese Albrecht, the first of the two girls. 


came forward in late 2003. Her older sister, Su- 
san, now 56, of Midlothian, said they didn’t tell 
each other until they were adults. 

“At the time, my father was very ill, and Ben- 
nett would tell me if I told anyone, he’d snap 
his fingers and my dad would be dead before I 
got home,” Susan Albrecht said.

1 dead, 1 in custody 
after Purdue shooting 


A Purdue University senior from Wisconsin 
is dead and another student is in custody on 
suspicion of murder following a shooting on 
university campus in West LaFayette, Ind., 
according to school officials. 

The gunman walked into a basement class- 
room of the Electrical Engineering build- 
ing around noon while a class was going on, 
school and law enforcement officials told a 
news conference. Classes were canceled for 
the rest of Tuesday and for Wednesday offi- 
cials said. 

The victim was identified as Andrew E 
Boldt, 21, a senior from West Bend, Wis., who 
also was a teaching assistant, Purdue Univer- 
sity Police Chief John Cox said in a news con- 
ference at 6 p.m. Tuesday 

The suspect, who appeared to have target- 
ed Boldt, was identified as Cody M. Cousins, 
23, a student in the college of engineering at 
Purdue, Cox said. He has been booked into 


the Tippecanoe County Jail on suspicion of 
murder, according to jail records. Records 
show Cousins is from Centreville, Ohio, and 
Warsaw, Ind., Cox said. 

The attacker did not appear to be random- 
ly targeting students, officials said. 

“The suspect came into the building, walked 
to the classroom, shot the individual and 
walked out,” said school spokesman Greg Mc- 
Clure in an earlier news conference. He then 
walked outside and surrendered to police. 

“Nobody else was wounded or hit by gun- 
fire, it was just the person who was killed,” 
McClure said. 

Immediately after the shooting, students 
were told to stay in place until the building was 
cleared and the area fully searched. Around 
12:45 P-i^v other campus buildings were 
opened and the “shelter in place order” was 
lifted, the school tweeted. A few minutes later, 
the school tweeted an all-clear.

The Parthenon gyros ($8.75 for a small, $12.95 
for a large) were made from 80 percent beef and 
20 percent lamb that was spiced, layered into 
cones and cured. They were origin nllyltrcd on an 
clcc'iric tf Lii bur Li oficn sltoricd out ^nd beared 
ri ^ l.inkouims- rollahoriK-d with *ti ir-pn- 
worker to construct a gas rodsserie. 

Over the next 40 years, mass-produced, pre- 
cooked frozen gyro cone producers sprang up. 
This is the gyro you probably know— those thin, 
mealy strips you get at the corner shack. 

Today The Parthenon still makes its gyros 
from scratch. What you get here are thick, 
caramelized pieces of beef and lamb served on a 
bed of onion tossed with parsley The cucumber- 
studded tzatziki made from housemade yogurt 
is incredibly creamy and tangy and the pita is 
pillowy warm and bHstered. 

Like the gyros, Liakouras is still kickin’ around 
in The Parthenon’s 46 th year. Though his daugh- 
ter and business partner "Vanna handles most 
of the day-to-day business, you can always find 
him sitting at the bar reading a paper, talking to 
customers and enjoying his abiding success.
